Communist forces both inside and out- 
side the United States of America are press- 
ing for a negro revolution in this country. 
The communist-inspired, communist-led, and 
communist-directed invasion of Mississippi 
and Alabama under the banner of so-called 
“civil rights” activities has succeeded in 
magnifying racial tension and capitalizing 
upon racial unrest to create violence and 
bloodshed, all in furtherance of the commu- 
nist objective of weakening this nation in- 
ternally to advance the day of the planned 
communist takeover. 


On January 11, 1965, the New York Times 
published an article (page 26) referring to 
21 lawyers who were “pledged to go to 
Mississippi to take depositions in efforts to 
oust Mississippi’s 5 present members from 
the House of Representatives.” 

The New York area lawyers pledged for 
this deposition caravan to Mississippi included 
Morton Stavis, national coordinator of the 
group, Alan i. Levine, Ernst Rosenberger 
and Barney Rosenstein. 


Morton Stavis was born Moses Isaac Sta- 
visky on May 26, 1915 in New York City. 
He changed his name legally to Morton 
Stavis in 1939 and now maintains a law 
office in Newark, N. J. 

According to Senator James Eastland 
(Feb. 3, 1965, Congressional Record), 
Morton Stavis was a member of the Com- 
munist Party in 1945 and 1946 in New York 
and New Jersey. Senator Eastland also 
stated on Feb. 3 that in 1950, Stavis was a 
member of the Communist Party in Union 
County, New Jersey. 


Stavis has been active in the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee from 1955-1964, 
during which time he has been a member 
of that organization’s national council. 

. the Emergency Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee, " established in 1951, although repre- 
senting itself as a non-communist group, 
actually operates as a front for the Commu- 
nist Party .. .” (Committee on Un-American 
Activities, 1958 Annual Report, House Re- 
port 187, March 9, 1959, pp. 34 & 35.) 

Morton Stavis was defense attorney for 
Mrs. Sylvia Neff, who was convicted in May 
1952, for swearing falsely to a Federal grand 
jury that she had no communist connections. 
Federal Judge Madden of Camden, N. J. had 
this to say about Morton Stavis: “You fol- 
lowed the obvious line of the Communist 

to such an extent that it was open 
and obvious to the jury what your methods 
were.” (Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, May 
29, 1952.)

Stavis and his wife both invoked the fifth 
amendment. before the House Committee on 
February 28, 1956, in refusing to answer all 
questions put to ‘them regarding past or 
present Communist Party membership. 


The San Francisco Examiner of Jan. 19, 
1965 reported that several attorneys from 
the San Francisco area were proceeding to 
Mississippi to “perfect the challenge to the 
Mississippi congressional delegation.” One 
group of California lawyers, which reported- 
ly left for Mississippi on January 19, was 
alleged to include Alvin H. Goldstein, Ben- 
jamin Dreyfus, Edward Stern and Jack 
Berman, 

Benjamin Ballinger Dreyfus was born in 
1910 and presently maintains a law practice 
in his native San Francisco. He was identi- 
fied on June 19, 1957, by Dr. Jack Beverly 
Patten, in testimony before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, as a 
former member of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. Patten testified under oath, and iden- 
tified Dreyfus as a fellow member of the 
professional section of the Communist Party 
in San Francisco in the early 1940's. 

Dreyfus himself testified before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities on

Benjamin Dreyfus is a former president 
of the National Lawyers Guild, a cited com- 
munist front organization. 

Edward Stern is a member of the San 
Francisco chapter of the National Lawyers 
Guild. 

dack Berman was a sponsor of the Los 
Angeles Committee for the Protection of 
the Foreign Born. (California Committee on 
Un-American Activities, 1961 Report, p. 
112.) This organization is an affiliate of the 
American Committee for the Protection of 
the Foreign Born, cited as subversive and 
communist by former Attorney General Tom 
Clark (June 1, 1948;.September 21, 1948.) 

Two Michigan lawyers also joined in the 
so-called “legal task force” invasion of Mis- 
sissippi—Robert Abram and Ernest Good- 
man, 


Robert Abram has been a member of the 
National Lawyers Guild since at Jeast 1961. 
Ernest Goodman is a legal representative of 
the Michigan District Communist Party. In 
April 1964, Goodman was the President of 
the National Lawyers Guild. (Congressional 
Record, March 18, 1965.) 


The cited National Lawyers Guild was well 
represented in the illegal invasion of the 
State of Mississippi. During the summer 
of 1964, a total of 66 National Guild lawyers 
from all parts of the country descended on 
Mississippi for various intervals. Among them 
were Fred Cohn, Chicago; Pauline Epstein, 
New York City; Howard Feldman, N.Y.C.; 
David Finkel, Los Angeles; Irwin Gostin, 
San Diego; Sanford Katz, N.Y.C.; Marvin 
Kessler, N.Y.C.; Ralph Shapiro, N.Y.C.; 
Robert Stein, Detroit. 

Also assisting in the 1964 summer invasion 
of Mississippi were Barry Goldstein, New 
York City (Barry’s father, Isadore, was a 
partner of the convicted atom spies Julius 
Rosenberg and David Greenglass -in early 
1946); Del Greenblatt, N.Y.C.; and Rabbi 
Arthur J. Lelyveli, Cleveland, Ohio. 

The Jewish thread throughout the so- 
called “civil rights” struggle is well-defined. 
When Martin Luther King had to admit in 
a Montgomery, Alabama courtroom that he 
did not intend to march all the way to Moni= 
gomery from Selma on March 9 in apparent 
defiance of a federal court order, it was 
NAACP attorney Jack Greenberg who plead- 
ed his case. (Time magazine, Mar. 19, 1965). 
Nearly 100 officers and members of the 
American Jewish Congress answered King’s 
request to join in the climax of the Selma- 
Montgomery march. (N.Y. News, March 24, 
1965).

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The %41-member Alabama legislature 
unanimously passed a resolution stating that 
there had been “evidence of mueh fornica- 
fiom” at the marchers’ camps and that 
“young women are returning to their respec- 
tive states apparently as unwed expectant 
mothers.” (Time magazine, April 2, 1965). 

On April 4, 1965, a spectacle was held in 
the Majestic theatre, New York City, en- 
titled “Broadway Answers Selma.” Checks 
meacie payable to the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith were to benefit CORE, Mar- 
tin Luther King’s SCLC, the Reeb and Jack- 
son families, and the Louis M. Rabinowitz 
Fund of the Student Non-violent Coordina- 
ting Committee, (N. Y. News, March 22, 
1965). 

The president of the Louis M. Rabino- 
witz Foundation is Victor Rabinowitz, who 
has appeared as a witness before the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee and the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities 
en a number of occasions. Each time he has 
imvoked the fifth amendment in refusmg to 
testify regarding his Communist Party, 
membership. Victor Rabinowitz is an attor- 
ney who represented the Communist Govern- 
ment of Cuba in a case before the U. S. 
Supreme Court in 1963, and who {# registered 
under the Foreign Agents Registration Act 
ag am agent of the Castro government. 

Iu spite of the overwhelming evidence of 
comamunist infiltration into the so-called. civil 
rights movement, U. S. Attorney General 
Micholas Katzenbach recently stated that 
the Communist Party has no cortrol over 
eivid rights organizations or their leaders 
and that it has been “remarkably unsuccess- 
ful in actually influencing any decisions, and 
certainly has not captured any of the leader- 
ship.” (Sunday Star Ledger, Newark, N. J.,

Under a Chicago date line of November 
17, 1964, Lewig H. Weinstein, President, 
Community Relations Advisory Council and 
a Boston lawyer, while speaking before a 
Chicago meeting of the Jewish Welfare Fund, 
was quoted as saying: ‘‘American Jews 
should take the lead in combating the 
Radical Right,” and he continued, “Ex- 
tremism did not die in last week’s election;

The founding in Rome, Italy, October, 
1964 of the Catholic-Jewish Research Center 
within the International University — for 
Social Studies Pro Deo must have given 
reason for alarm to the entire Christian 
world and to other religious groups whose 
religion is based on Universal values and not 
“nationality.” 

To those who are deeply interested in the 
final accomplishments of the Ecumenical 
Council whose last. sessions will be held in 
September of this year, the mentioned 
Center has a special significance because 
among the groups responsible for its insti- 
tution are the same Zionist oriented Jews 
whose news media were almost successful 
in exploiting the visit of Pope Paul VI to the 
Holy Land. 

Ralph Friedman, committee executive 
board chairman, representing the American 
Jewish Committee, stated that the “Center 
will help carry out... the growing impulse 
to eliminate the religious roots of bias and 
prejudice. . .. . The Center has been 
established in Rome for the purpose of an- 
alyzing and combating the roots of prejudice 
in worldwide religious teachings.” 

It might be pointed out here that while 
the Catholic-Jewish Research Center is 
interested in the study of religious prejudice 
of all kinds, it is particularly concerned with 
the prejudices against the Jews (anti-Semit- 
ism); it further has the avowed purpose to 
“Implement Ecumenical Council Vatican IT 
initial approval of a declaration repudiating 
the Deicide charge against the Jews.” 

Since the time of the convoking of the 
Ecumenical Council by Pope John XXIII it 
should be noted that the city of Rome was 
host to several national Jewish political 
organizations whose mission was to prevail 
upon Cardinal Augustine Bea, President of 
the Secretariat for the Promotion of Chris- 
tian Unity, to introduce as part of the 
Council’s agenda a statement aimed at con- 


demning anti-Semitism based on the Jews’ 


role in the Crucifixion. One can wonder at 
‘ the ease in which a political faction of the 
world Jewry has succeeded in introducing 
the problem of “anti-Semitism” and the 
charge of the culpability of the Jews for the 
conviction and death of Christ as part of 
the agenda for discussion within the Ecu- 
menical Council.

Jewish religion was bound to unleash a 
violent reaction not only on the part of the 
Arab government and Moslems, but also by 
Arab Christians, Catholic as well as Ortho- 
dox. . The most violent reactions 
occurred in Jordan, where for a time it 
appeared that the Catholics might leave the 
Church.” 

It would be well to recall at this time 
that the Council Fathers during the meetings 
of the second session of the Council deemed 
it wise to remove from the 4th Schema the 
vexing problems on anti-Semitism and the 
Deicide charge. These Council Fathers did 
foresee that the introduction of the men- 
tioned problems would have brought to 
nought the intended visit of Pope Paul VI 
to the Holy Land. Because of this timely 
pruning of the inopportune insertion of the 
question on anti-Semitism the visit of Pope 
Paul became a fruitful one and closed it as 
well from the attempts of Jewish political 
organizations for exploitation. 

However shortly following the return of 
Pope Paul from the Holy Land the same 
Jewish political groups, fearing the results 
of the Council’s efforts for Christian unity, 
again renewed their efforts a hundred fold 
during the few months preceding the third 
session to bring again the question of anti- 
Semitism into the agenda of the Council. 
The leaders of these organizations—World 
Jewish Congress, American Jewish Commit- 
tee, the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B’rith—were well aware that the introduc- 
tion of the question on anti-Semitism and the 
charge of Deicide for- discussion within the 
Council would lead to a rift among the Coun- 
cil Fathers as many of them represented 
Christian Churches in the Orient. These 
Council Fathers are sanguine in their dec- 
larations, and rightly so, that anti-Semitism 

experienced in the Far East does not stem 
per se from religious prejudices but owes its 

to the world Jewish Zionism that 
religion with _pemppalie.”

To political bodies nothing is sacred and 
any means may be employed to achieve their 
ends. These many Zionist oriented political 
organizations, supporters of world Zionism, 
felt that the Ecumenical Council was the 
highest body within the Christian Court 
to consider their case on anti-Semitism. It 
seems that the Council must have been 
especially convoked for the discussion of the 
problems and mistakes brought into the 
world by Zionism, These political Jewish or- 
ganizations felt sure of themselves at this 
time and did not hesitate to put Christianity 
on the defensive in their attempts to have 
the Council Fathers openly declare that 
anti-Semitism stems from Christianity. And 
it would amount to such a declaration should 
the Christian Council Fathers agree with the 
Jewish political faiths that the charge of 
Deicide is a major source of anti-Semitic 
attitudes. Deicide is not official doctrine of 
the Catholic Church nor is it deeply. im- 
bedded in traditional teachings. 

It is absurd for the Jewish organizations 
mentioned above patronizing Zionism to want 
to attribute all their misdemeanors and sor- 
rows to the writings of the Evangelists re- 
corded in the New Testament. Perhaps these 
political leaders of the Jewish organizations 
have the hidden desire to rewrite for the 
Christian world the “New. Testament.” 
Suffice it to say that the Evangelists in 
writing on the drama of the Crucifixion used 
the names of persons and groups solely, 
to indicate who were the historical instru- 
ments to bring about the fulfillment of a 
divine drama predestined by God. 

To what can one attribute at this time, a 
short period preceding the culmination of 
the present Ecumenical Council, the attempts 
of the Zionist oriented Jewish organizations 
through the Catholic-Jewish Research Center 
“to further implement Ecumenical Council 
Vatican IL initial approval of a declax‘ation 
repudiating the ancient Deicide charge 
against the Jews”? 

A safe answer would be to. state that 
these political groups feel that now is the 
time to consolidate their gains in behalf 
of Zionism and—to restrain more strongly 
than ever the efforts of Christians in their 
own defense by means of an officia! edict 
emanating from the highest authority of a 
Christian body—the Ecumenieal Council~ 
condemning “anti-Semitism.”

Patrick Henry, a lawyer, a statesman and 
orator by will and grace, a patriot, heart 
and soul, was a member of the House of 
Burgesses, but he was also an individual.

“Should I keep back my opinion at such 
a time, through fear of giving offense, I 
should consider myself as guilty of treason 
towards the majesty of Meaven, which I re- 
vere above all earthly kings. Are we disposed 
to be of the number of those who, having 
eyes, see not, and having ears, hear not, the 
things which so nearly concern their tempo- 
ral salvation? For my part, whatever anguish 
of spirit it may cost, I am willing to know 
the whole truth; to know the worst and to 
provide for it. 


They tell us, sir, that we are weak; unable 
to cope with so formidable an adversary. 
But when shall we be stronger? Will it be 
the next week or the next year? Shall we 
gather strength by irresolution and inaction? 
Shall we acquire the means of effectual re- 
sistance by lying supinely on our backs and 
hugging the delusive phantom of hope, until 
our enemies have us bound hand and foot? 


Sir, we are not weak, if we make proper 
use of those means which the God of nature 
hath placed in our power, Besides, sir, we 
shall not fight our battles alone. There is a 
just God who presides over the destinies of 
nations, and who will raise up friends to 
fight our battles for us. 


The battle, sir, is not to the strong alone; 
it is to the vigilant, the active, the brave. 
Besides, sir, we have no election. If we were 
base enough to desire it, it is now too late 
to retire from the contest. There is no re- 
treat, but in submission and slavery! 

It is vain, sir, to extenuate the matter. 
Gentlemen may cry, Peace, peace—but there 
is no peace. Why stand we here idle? What 
is it that gentlemen wish? What would they 
have? 

Is life so dear, or peace so sweet, as to 

be purchased at the price of chains and
